Figures straight from the office of 
the registrar show that the probation 
last totals 147 students, a large con- , 
trast to the rumored amount of ap- 
proximately 340. Out of a student body 
of 996, this results in a percentage of 
14.7. 

Oddly enough, this percentage hap- 
pens to he only one per cent higher 
than last year at this time. After the 
first semester of the 1957-58 school year 
123 students were on the probation list 
out of 901 students for a 13.7 percent- 
age. 

Thus, in comparison with last year, 
we now see that there is only a one 
per cent difference. Even this small in- 
crease can be rectified. 

Freshman year in college is general-

Cost to be Small 

•According to Dr. Barton, man- 1 
uals also will be prepared for use 
by the - teachers and students ...in — 
association with the course. He 
also noted that the course is be- 
ing directed at the 10th grade lev- 
el ; however, supplementary films 
will be made available if the course 
is to be offered to a higher level 
class. 

The doctor noted that in his esti- 
mation the cost of the course to the 
high schools^ will ~~be relatively 
small, considering the project is 
being subsidized and will be offer- 
ed to the schools on a rental basis. 

Previous Films Lacking 

Dr. Barton commented on the 
many adventures of the film pro- 
ject. He stated that, when realized, 
“the project will offer students bet- 
ter prepared or advanced /-study in 
college.” 

He said that the idea itself is 
not as radical as it seems, and it 
should not be taken that way. For 
years many companies have pro- 
duced visual aid films, but most 
have had to be prepared for col- 
lege and high school levels at the 
same time and have lacked techni- 
cal terminology, thus lowering 
their value to either group.

Major Henry G7Ammer, USMC, 
will make his second visit of the 
school year to St. Joseph’s cam- 
pus March 9 and 10 to interview 
students for the Marine Corps Pla- 
toon Leaders Class. Students who 
meet mental and physical qualifi- 
cations and enroll in the PLC pro- 
gram put in six weeks of training 
during summer vacations at the 
Marine Base at Quantico, Va., and 
are commissioned second lieuten- 
ants in the Marine Corps at the 
time of graduation. They are then 
eligible for further training as Ma- 
' TifiS “ground officers or aviators:'"”' - ' 

The student, meanwhile, derives 
certain advantages from enroll- 
ment. Unlike Army, Navy, and 
Air Force ROTC programs, the 
s PLC program does not involve him 
in training or special courses dur- 
ing the school year. During sum- 
mer training he is paid for duty 1 
and travel time and travel expens- 

es, and all t he, time from his date 

of enrollment counts toward his 
commissioned pay. If he enrolls 
as a ^reshmanv for example, his 
commissioned pay will be the same 
as that of an officer with three 
„ years active duty. 

He is assured, furthermore, of 
not having his - schooling inter- 
rupted by selective service. While 
fulfilling his military obligation 
after graduation he enjoys the re- 
sponsibilities, salary, and privi- 
leges of an officer, and he may re- 
main in the Marine Reserve after' 
release from active dqty and work 
toward a retirement pension. 

Major Ammer, who will set up 
in the Rec hall, will provide full
